LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Judge Brown Renders Decision Anent In* I 


heritance l aw Which is of 


Importance 


Judge Bums in the district court i 
of Hennepin county rendered a de-j 
cise rn of great importance in the ■ 
matt#*!* of the ehtut** of Stioa John 
son, 
He overruled th** action of Pro 
fin!*- Judge Bazille, who refused to 
i-sue a decree for the distribution of 
the estate urn I the mbei stance tax 
should have been paid. and grants 
an order direct ng th#* probate judge 
to pro* **< d to th*- distribution of the 
< -tat#-. 
This order is based on Judge 
Bunn s conclusion that the irjb#*rlt- 


u l* #* tax law of 11*01 is uneonstitu- 
t amal and void. 
Judge Bunn's de­ 
cision, if sustained by the supreme 
court, will leave th*- state without 
an inheritance tax law 
Judge Bunn finds that the law of 
I ’*01 is invalid for practically the 
same defects which caus#*#! the su- 
preme court to invalidate th** act of 
I HPT. 
The latter statute was so 
written as to apply only to i>ersonal 
property, and on this account was 
held void. 
The act of PHII, while 
professing in its title and opening 
sections to apply to all classes of 
property, contradicts itself, Judge 
Bunn says, in the later sections by 
declaring that only personal property 
-hall be afTect«*d by its provisions. 
But th** principal objection to the 
validity of the act 1897 was found in 
th#* provision relating to the exemp­ 
tion of £5,OOH worth of inherited 
property. 
It was intended to tax 
only inheritances in exec mss of thai 
amount, bot as a fact the supreme 
court found that th** statute has no 
provision relating to the exemption 
of 
OOO or less was not taxed, yet if 
th** inheritance exceeded that amount 
j then th#* whole was taxed at the full 
I rate of' 5 jM-r cent.

sum, as the amendment requires.’ 
Upon 
similar 
reasoning, 
Judge 
Bunn declares the act of I! ** * I void, 
because while it provides the proper 
exemption for direct heirs, it fails to 
specify that exemption on behalf of 
collateral heirs, thereby 
violating 
the constitutional provision that the 
exemption shall be clearly fixed and 
uniform. 
The fact that it is the law of UMH 
which comes up for judicial interpre­ 
tation at this time is due to the 
errors in the ac* of 1902. 
This act 
was drawn with extreme care, 
but 
before its passage an adroit amend­ 
ment was offered and rushed through 
in the baste of th#* session, 
raising 
the tax from 5 to lo percent.
